AW ACT - Making appropriations for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1939, for civil functions administered by the War Department, and for 
other purposéSse 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That the following sums 
are appropriated, out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1939, for civil functions 
administered by the War Department, and for other purposes, namely: ***

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with the provisions of the Flocd Control Act, approved June 22, 1936, as 
amended (49 State 1570-1595; 50 State 517-518, 876-881), and the Act of 
August 25, 1937 (50 Stat. 806), including printing and binding, and 
office supplies and equipment required in the Office of the Chief of 
Engineers to carry out the purposes of this appropriation, the purchase 
(not to exceed $33,250) of motor-propelled passenger-carrying vehicles 
and motorboats for official use, and not to excecd $3,900,000 for pre- 
liminary examinations and surveys of flood=control projects authorized 
by law, °82,000,000: Provided, That $7,000,000 of this appropriation 
shall be transferred and made available to the Secretary of Agriculture, 
and of such sum not to exceed $3,000,000 shall bo available for prolimi- 
nary examinations and surveys, as authorized by law, for run-off and 
waterflow retardation and soil-erosion prevention on the watersheds of 
flood-control projects, and not to exceed $4,000,000 shall be available 
for the prosecution, under plans to be approved by the Secretary of 
Agriculture, of works of improvement for measures of run-off and water- 
flow retardation and soil crosion prevention upon the watersheds of 
waterways for which works of improvement for the benefit of navigation 
and the control of destructive floodwaters and other provisions have been 
or hereafter may bo adopted or authorized by lew, including the omploy- 
ment of persons in the District of Columbia and clsewhere, purchase of 
books and periodicals, printing and binding, rent in the District of 
Columbia, the purchase (not to excced $75,000) of motor-propelled 
passengcr-carrying vehicles and motorboats, and for other neccessary ex- 
ponscese

AN ACT = Authorizing the construction of cortain public works on 
rivers and harbors for flood control, and for other purposese 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That hereafter, Federal 
investigations and improvements of rivers and other waterways for flood 
control and allied purposes shall be under the jurisdiction of and shall 
be prosecuted by the War Department under the direction of the Secretary 
of War and supervision of the Chief of Engineors, and Federal investiga- 
tions of watersheds and measures for run-off and waterflow retardation 
and soil crosion prevention on watersheds shall be under the jurisdiction 
of and shall be prosccuted by the Department of Agriculture under the 
direction of the Secretary of Agriculture, oxcept as otherwise provided 
by Act of Congresse 
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Section 5¢ That, in carrying out the purposes of this Act, the 
Secretary of War and the Secretary of Agriculture are hereby authorized 
to cooperate with institutions, organizations, and individuals, and to 
utilize the services of Federal, State, and other public agencies, and 
to pay by check to the cooperating public agency, either in advance or 
upon the furnishing or performance of said services, all or part of the 
estimated or actual cost thereof; and to make expenditures for personal 
services and rent in the District of Columbia and elsewhere, for purchase 
of reference and law books and periodicals, for printing and binding, for 
the purchase, exchange, operation, and maintenance of motor=propelled 
passenger-carrying vehicles and motorboats for official use, and for 
other necessary expenscs.s 


Section 6e The Secretary of War is hereby authorized and 
directed to cause preliminary examinations and surveys for flood control 
including floods aggravated by or duc to tidal offect at the following- 
named localities, and tho Sccretary of Agriculture is authorized and 
directed to cause preliminary examinations and survoys for run-off and 
water-flow retardation and soil-crosion prevention on the watersheds of 
such localities; the cost thereof to be paid from appropriations heretoe 
fore or hereafter made for such purposes: Provided, That no preliminary 
examination, survey, project, or estimate for new works other than those 
designated in this or some prior Act or joint resolution shall bo made: 
Provided further, That after the regular or formal reports made as hereby 
authorized on any cxamination, survey, project, or work under way or 
proposed are submitted to Congress, no supplemental or additional report 
or estimate shall be mado unless authorized by law or by resolution of 
the Committee on Flood Control of the House of Representatives or the 
Committee on Commerce of the Senate: And provided further, That the 
Government shall not be deemed to have cntcred upon any project for the 
improvement of any watcrway mentioned in this Act until tho project for 
the proposed work shall have been adopted by laws

section 7. That in order to offectuate the policy declared in 
sections 1 and 2 of the Act of June 22, 1936 (Public Numbored 738, 
Seventy-fourth Congress), and to correlate the program for the improve- 
ment of rivers and other waterways by the Department of War with tho 
program for the improvement of watcrsheds by the Devartment of Agriculture, 
works of improvement for measures of run-off and water-flow retardation 
and soil-erosion prevention on the watersheds of waterways, for which works 
of improvement for the benefit of navigation and the control of destructive 
floodwaters and other provisions have been adopted and authorized to be 
prosecuted under the direction of the Secretary of War end supervision of 
the Chief of Engineers, are horeby authorized to be prosecuted by the 
Department of Agriculture under the direction of the Sccretary of 
Agriculture and in accordance with plans approved by him, For prosecutiing 
said work and measures there is hereby authorized to be appropriated the 
sum of $10,000,000 to be expended at the rate of $2,000,000 per annum 
during the fivo-ycar period ending June 30, 1944. Provided, That such 
works and measures which are herein authorized to be prosecuted by the 
Department of Agriculture may be carried out on the watersheds of the 
Rio Grande and Peeos Rivers subject to the proviso in section 2 of the said 
mer of June 22, 1936. 


Section 8- That there is hereby authorized an expenditure of not to 
exceed $375,000 per annum, from any appropriations heretofore or hereafter 
made’ for flocd control by the United States, for the establishment, cpera- 
tion, and maintenance by the Weather Bureau of a current information 
service on precipitation, flood forecasts, and flood warnings, whenever in 
the opinion of the Chief of Engincers and the Chief of the Weather Bureau 
such service is advisable in comection with cithor preliminary cxauina- 
tions and surveys or works of improvement authorized by the law for flood 
control purposes, and the Secrotary of War upon the recommendation of the 
Chief of Enginccrs is authorized to allot the Weather Burcau funds for 
said expendituro.e 


Section 9. That the sum of $375,000,000 is hereby authorized to be 
appropriated for carrying out the improvements herein over the five-ycar 
period ending June 30, 1944, and the swum of $10,000,000 additional is 
authorized to be appropriatéd and expended in equal amounts by the Depart- 
ments of War and Agriculture for carrying out any examinations and surveys 
provided for in this Act and any other Acts of Congress, to be prosecuted 
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by said Departments. The Sum of $1,500,000 additional is authorized to 
be appropriated and expended by the Federal .Power Commission for carrying 
out any examinations and surveys provided for in this Act or any other 
Acts of Congress, to be prosecuted by the said Federal Power Commissione
